(1) famaillta^v i la the eprlng of 1950 an Albanian Guard 
Company wae formed in Germany to serve as an agent pool. She teane 
infiltrated during 1950 and 1951 vere drawn from this Ouard Company. 
However, elnoe eecurlty within the ooapaay wae poor, this practice 
was discontinued and th* 1952 teams wer# aad* up of personnel re- 
cruited elsewhere and the Ouard Company is now considered ae a 
reservoir of low-level personnel which oould he used in th* case of 
an internal uprising in Albania. Sine* the summer of 1950 a total 
of 14 agent teane, consisting of 64 agents, have been Infiltrated 
into Albania, dt the end of September 1952 there were 10 agents 
active in Albania. Shirty-six agents sxfiltratsd, 2 defected to 
Yugoslavia, 4 vers captured, 9 vers killed and the statue of three 
is unknown. She teams have been successfully resupplied by air 
drop* and V/t ooataet has been maintained with the 1952 team*. 
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fhese operation* hair* provided a nui of valuable operational 
experience. la addition, the team* have been successful la 
establishing contact* and collecting a considerable amount of 
operational intelligence. Agent training ha* been conducted in 
Germany and the -Athens area, decent arrangement* have been made 
to rent a croup of island* In the Gulf of Corinth for us* as a 
training site,

(1 ) 3&&IIZ&SS&: report# indicate that all the 

above propaganda which roaches its mark I# effective. She 
propaganda supply drop* have been discontinued for the present 
because of fear that Hoxha might tie this program to Soviet 
charges of us# of SV by the U.S. However, agent reports are 

to the effect that the population did not believe the Communist 
charges that the food had been poisoned and that the people 
are in favor of the drops in spits of attempts on the part of 
the authorities to confiscate all packages found, She radio 
broadcasts are reported to be heard as far north as Prisren, 
Yugoslavia although there is considerable jamming in recent 
weeks. The jamming effort reflect* at least a certain 
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effectiveness* As la all Communist countries the majority 

of the receivers are under Gomaunlet control*

(1) Barron base of BCFA : As presently constituted tbs BOFA 
Includes ti» three major political parties approved by the State 
Department. Members of one other substantial party vere excluded 

at the time of the formation of the BOFA because of their collabora- 
tion with the Italians and Germans j the Yugoslav-sponsored league 
of Albanian Befugees In Prlsren Is also not represented* Bfforts 
are currently being unde to broaden the BOFA to Include members of 
tho fermtr on na individual rather than party baeis. These efforts 
have net stiff resistance from SOFA members. This, however, doee 
not Impair the usefulness of the SOFA at this time* 

(2) flontrol of BOFA: Since the BOFA is a Joint D.S.-Srltlch 

supported organisation, tho members hnvo attempted to play one off 
against the other. Although the SOFA Is probably the beet controlled 
and most useful of the various national committees, stops are being 
taken to tighten control further and eliminate opportunities for 
this type of maneuvering. 

(3) Coordination with British 38 : BflFHBD was established as 

si coordinated enterprise with the British, whose counterpart is 
called Project YAJUMBLK. The relationship between TALDABLB and FI2BD 
Is based on policy coordination and operational disengagement, with 
Joint exploitation of propaganda and other assets deriving out of 
uee of the BOFA. There Is perlodle coordination between Washington 
cad London to Insure that our covert programs conform to the policy 
of the State Department and the Foreign Office toward Albania* Pro- 
paganda activities conducted through the SSF&~are closely coordinated 
by tho British and American representatives/ ^ 

Although complete operational disengagement is provided for by Zm 
agreement between FISBD and YALDABLB, there Is advance coordination 
of agent activities to the extent necessary to Insure that there Is 
no conflict In recruiting, timing or operational locale* to example 
of the coordination is tho British agreement to postpone their 
planned propaganda supply drops until the ban on such QIA operations 
has been lifted. In spite of British disagreement with the GXA 
reasoning* 

(4) Coordination with ox-Klng Zorn s Following consultation 
with CIA, from exile in Alerandrla, Bog has sent emissaries to Tito 
to discuss Yugoslav intentions toward Albania and to determine what 
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Yugoslavia's attitude would be toward an attempt to overthrow 
the Bozha revise. Cite reportedly replied that he did not oare 
what fora of government Albania had* provided it wae friendly 
toward Yugoslavia. Be farther latlaated that if the Albaalaae 
did not have the neeeeeary facilities to overthrow Bozha he (71 to) 
would under take to do so hint elf. farther conversation# between 
Zeg and representative# of 71to are scheduled to take place in the 
near future* 



(5) g388&&d&Ba, Siaoe soae 700,000 of the 
world* s 2 Billion Albaalaae are Yugoslav eitlseas and there are 
soae 4 , 000 - 6,000 bona fide Albaalaae aow reeldent la Yugoslavia, 
and siaoe Yugoslavia has more than 200 alias of common frontier 
with Albania, 71 to cannot be ignored la any aove to overthrow the 
Bozha Qovernaent. Yugoelav-eponeored agent activities have In- 
creased la recent months end there Is evidence that Yugoslavia no 
longer fears that the y«S.S.B. would use an overthrow of Bozha, 
whether sponsored by Yugoslavia or not, as a pretext to Invade 
Yugoslavia. Although there are sharp differences of opinion between 
the B3FA and the lhgoelav-sponsored Prlsrea league there are in- 
dications of increased interest In the Prlsrea league on the part 

of H3PA nenbere, and soae have even expressed the belief that It 
would be well to work with the Yugoslav-sponsored group, 

(6) Halted Agent Pool i Although the supply of high calibre 
Albanian agents is somewhat limited the agent* now operating Inside 
the country will attempt to roorult potential agents and exfiltrate 
them to fireeoe for training. 

(7) Shortage of Albanian Currency t CIA agent operation* have 
been curtailed by a lack of Albanian currency, caused by the virtual 
cessation of Albanian external trade. An arrangeaent has now been 
made whereby Lek will be obtained through french liaison official* 
and it Is hoped that by the tla* the 1953 operational season is 
under way it will be possible to supply agent needs.
